RUSSIA AND PERSIA. 


One of the Eurepren’s subscribers, living in 
Persia, wrote to the French paper as follows :--

Russia, to the great joy of 
enlightened Persians, who one and all doplore 
the subserviency of their Government to 
Russian dipiomacy.”
